| Setter Antmats From Storms. All do- 

mestic animals should be sheltered from storms 
however hardy they may be. Many creatures 
will endure the severe cold very well, but ler 
them be exposed to rain, or to snow which 
melts on them, and they will at once draw 
themselves into as small a compass as possible 
and look as though they were reduced fifty-five 
per cent. in their value. They suffer severely 
from moisture in cold weather, and if not prop- 
erly protected, the consumption of more fodder 
and less thrift, and disease in the animals wil! 
be the sad consequences. Every good farmer 
will guard against these evils. 

In stormy weather cattle should remain cut 
only long enough to drink,’"and when put inte 
the barn the snow or water should be brushed 
from them. They should go out in 4 yard in 
winter and be much in the open air, especially 
when many of them are together,and do not 
occupy a large space under shelter; but they 
should have dry jackets. 


Cuinese Foop. With nothing more than 2 
few beans, the meal of rice, and corn, and some 
spices and herbs, the Chinese prepare a variety 
of savory dishes. Horse flesh, rats and mice 
are standard articles of food, and sold puhiicly 
at the butcher's. Birds’ nests are amother 
article of food, but neither mud nor sticks enter 
‘into their composition. The nests are found 
‘in the rocks along the coasts of Tomquin, ete, 
and are built by birds resembling the swatlow. 
They are constructed, as is supposed, of a small 
species of sea-fish, cemented by a glusinous 
matter exuding from the bird itself; and when 
fully formed, resemble the rind of a large can- 
died citron. Bears’ paws form another favor- 
ite dish. They are rolled in pepper and nat- 
meg, and dried inthe sun. When about to be 
dressed, they are soaked in rice water to make 
them soft, and then boiled in the gravy ofa 
kid, and seasoned with various spices.— London 
Weekly Review:

We are the chosen ageuts of the Common- 
wealth, appointed by the people, each to perform 
the duties, and bear the responsibilities, impos- 
ed on him by the Constitution and Laws.

New avenues of 
transportation have been opened, and fresh im- 
pulses given to trade and production, creating 
strong motives in our citizens to cling to the 
fortunes of our venerable Commonwealth.

taken away. But even admiuing, that men 
would then become less eager to grow rich, 
what interest of society would sufler by the 
change? If they are whigs who argue thus, 
they have doubtless read the discourse of Gen. | 
Harrison before the Historical Society of Ohio 
in 1838; and they might do well to ponder a 
little on what he says, in the introductory part, 
of an inordinate desire for wealth. Daniel 
Webster too, it has been stated, on good author- 
ity, disapproves of accumulating property for 
‘children, and his practice plainly confirms his 
declaration on that subject. If they are demo- 
crats, they have doubtless read the remarks of 
Buchanan and Calhoun in the Senate about a 
‘year ago,on the subject of acquiring wealth. 
If not, we would commend their speeches to a 
careful perusal. 


| But the tone in which some speak upon the

jone of Divine appointment, with which man 
‘can have no right to interfere. Let us hear 
| what Blackstone says upon this topic (Book II,

“ We are to reflect, in the first place, that all 

tules of succession to estates are creatures of 
the civil polity, and juris positivi merely. The’ 
right of property extends naturally no farther | 
than the life of the present possessor ; after. 
which the land by the law of nature would | 
again become common, and liadle to be seized 

by the next occupant; but society, to prevent 

the mischiefs of contention, has established con- 

veyances, wills and successions ; whereby the, 
property originally gained by possession is con- | 
tinued and transmitted from one man to anoth- | 
er, according to the rules which each state has | 
respectively thought proper to prescribe. There| 
is certainly therefore no injustice done to indi- | 
viduals, whatever be the path of descent mark- | 
ed out by the municipal law.” 


So far we have the views of Blackstone, ex- 
pressed in clear, unequivocal terms ; and what | 
higher legal authority is there 2 According to | 
his views, you will perceive, the inheritance of | 
property had its origin, not in Divine appoint- | 
ment, nor in the laws of nature, but merely in| 
the enactments of civil society. Every state | 
therefore has a right to alter the laws of inher-| 
itance as it pleases, and give the property ei-| 
ther to the government or to a man’s descend- 
ants. 

But a question here occurs—what advantage | 
would arise from giving to the State that prop- 
erty which now descends to a man’s posterity 2. 
The wealth accruing to the State from such a! 
change would enable it to defray the expenses 
of its government and defence, to establish | 
schools, infirmaries, asylums, hospitals, etc, for.

ASTRONOMY. 

My young readers, I propese to talk with 
you in a familiar way,on_ the sublime and in- 
teresting subject of astronomy. You often 
look at the stars and talk of their brillianey and 
beauty. You see their situations, and imagine 
they form figures of men, animals, and things. 
The ancients, people who lived many hundred 
years ago, imagined the same, ind gave names 
to these different clusters of stars or constella- 
tions. The names of some that are called 
for persons, are Cascopia, Andromeda, Perseus 
and Orion. Others that are named for ani- 
mals, are the Great Bear, Little Bear, the Great 
and Little Dog, the Horse and the Fox. Some 
of those that represent things are the Ship, the 
Triangle, the Crown, and the Hary. Now it 
would be very gratifying to you, who love to 
gaze at the stars, to be able to tunce out these 
constellations. 

They are easily distinguished, and can be 
bounded as well as countrieson a map. All 
the constellations, in the northern hemisphere, 
pass over usevery year. They appear to rise 
in the east and to set in the west, gaining on 
the sun every day till they overtake him and 
are lost in his splendor. The most beautiful 
and splendid constellations in the northern 
hemisphere are now visible. Orion, a constel- 
lation which has attracted atteation in all ages 
of the world, is perhaps the most beautiful. It 
is now seen, early in the eveting, in the east. 
If it is once seen and its nane known, it will 
never be forgotten. Orion is represented as 
prepared to fight the Bull. He has in one 
hand a lion's skin, which, whes the bull springs 
at him, I presume, he will throw over his horns, 
and then beat him with the great club, which 
he has in his other hand. This constellation 
is situated between the brightstar in the head 
of Taurus or the Bull, and the Dog Star or 
Sirius. Plaides, or the seven stars, is nearer 
the zenith. A short distance is Aldebaran, the 
bright star in Taurus, and in nearly a straight 
line east is Betelguise, a bright star of a redish 
About 
five degrees west, in the left shoulder, is a star 
of the second magnitude. There is also a little 
trinncle of three stars in the head of Orion 
which forms a large triangle with the two in 
his shoulders. Inthe middle are three stars in 
the belt of Orion in a straight line. Farther 
south is Rigel,a splendid star in the left foot, 
which is raised in the attitude of stepping tow- 
ards the Bull.

THE WAR-WOMAN’S CREEK. 

In Georgia and North Carolina, there is hardly a 
river, creek, or stream, that has not connected with it 
some old Indian tradition.

with their only weapons, their tomahawks, in 
their belts. Her own stealthily advancing fi- 
gure, as the uncertain light of the burning pine 
fell upon it with more or less distinctness—now 
exposing its lineaments clotted with blood. and 
distorted byan expression which her wrongs and 
‘the sight of the desolators of her hearthstone, ex- 
aggerated to a degree almost fiendish, and now 
shading all, save two gleaming, spectral eyes— 
was even more striking than the swarthy faces 
which she glared upon. Assuring herself that 
they were fast asleep, she gently removed their 
tomahawks and dropped all but one into the 
creek. With this remaining weapon in her 
_hand,and cool resolution in her heart, she bent 
over the nearest enemy, and lifting the instru- 
ment, to which her own and he? children’s blood 
still adhered, with one terrific and unerring 
blow, buried it in the temple of its owner. The 
savage moved no snore than partly to turn upon 
his side, gasped a little, quivered a minute like 
an aspen, and sunk back to his former position, 
‘quite dead. Smiling ghastly in his rigid face, 
the desperate woman left him, and noiselessly 
as before despatched all of the sleepers but one, 
to that long rest from which only the last trump 
can awaken them. The last devoted victim, 
however, was aroused to a consciousness of his 
situation by the death struggles of his compan- 
ions. He sprang to his feet and felt for his 
weapon. Jt was not there, and one glance ex- 
| plaining every thing to him, he evaded the blow 
}aimed at him by the brave and revengeful moth- 
er, seized from the fire a burning brand, and 
| with it, succeeded partially in warding off the 
furious attack which followed. {na little time 
they fell struggling together, the Indian de=per- 
ately wounded, and the unfortunate woman faint 
with loss of blood and her extraordinary exer- 
tions.

| party of whites, to whom she told her story, and 
|then died. After burying her on the spot, they 
| made some exertion to overtake the fugitive In- 
|dian, but unsuccessfully. He succeeded in 
reaching his tribe, and from his tale, the little 
stream before mentioned, was ever afterwards 
known among the Cherokees, and also by the 
pale faces, ag the * War-Woman’s Creek.”—

Resutt oF Ixnpustny AND PERSEVERANCE. 

|The largest tannery in America is said to be in 
‘Greene county (N. Y.) It is owned by Hon. 
Zadoc Pratt, late member of Congress. In 
1824, after struggling in poverty through the 
early period of his life, he penetrated what at 
that period was deemed almost a_ wilder- 
ness, the interior of the Catskill mountains. 
Here he erected a tannery, on a small scale. 
He then procured a stock of hides in New York, 
which he transported over the mountains to his 
factory by the most difficult and unbroken roads. 
By steady perseverance, and gradually enlar- 
ging his business as he became better acquaint- 
ed with it, and procured «dditional facilities, 
he became one of the wealthiest me's in that re- 
gion, and has assisted in building up various 
‘other manufacturing establishments in th + vil- 
lage which now surrounds him, both to ns own 
and his townsmen’s profit. With an ample 
fortune, always ready to assist the industrious, 
and stimulate them by his advice, his example 
and his protectire policy, (for he encourages 
every branch of industry in bis own village in 
preference) he furnishes forth an illustration of 
the true ‘ American system,’ and demonsra'es 
how much can be accomplished by a sing!e in- 
dividual determined on success. 


| Tue Stave Trave. The distinguished phi- 
janthropist, Sir Foxwell Buxton, proposes to ef- 
‘fect the extinction of the slave trade, by tne i- 
troduction among the Africans of agriculture— 
by the substitution of legitimate commerce— 
and, above all, by the establishment of Christ- 
ianity. With regard to the fisst of these propo- 
sitions, agriculture, it is argued that a country 
destitute of manufactures can have no trade 
‘without agriculture. The first proposition is 
therefore essential to the second. It is also 
shown by Sir Foxwell Buxton and others, that 
wherever legitimate commerce has extended it- 
self, the slave trade has disappeared. With re- 
gard to the last, it admits of no doubt, that when- 
ever the renewing power of Christianity is felt 
there, not only the slave traffic but the disposi- 
tion to engage in it, must be forever extinguish- 
ed. 

The society for the extinction of the slave 
‘trade, and the civilization of Africa, of which 

Prince Albert is President, is now engaged in 
carrying out the views of Sir Foxwell Buxton 
jin relation to this subject. and has employed its 
| influence in inducing the British government to 
establish the expedition about to proceed to the 
‘Niger. The society will furnish it with phy- 
'sicans to make observations on the climate and 
the diseases of Africa, with geologists to inves- 
tigate the nature of the soil, with botanists to 
‘pursue their inquiries into the produce of the 
country, and with naturalists to procure infor- 
mation relative to the animal kingdom—and on 
the return of the expedition, this society will cir- 
culate for the advantage of the agriculturalist, 
the legitimate trader, and the Christian mission- 
ary, the accumulated intelligence with which it 
may be furnished. 

It will therefore be seen that this expedition 
will be a pioneering one, from which important 
‘information may be expected—and every phi- 
lanthropist and Christian must wish it “ God 
, Speed.” 


Depicatton at Dorcuester. The house e- 
| rected the last summer by the Third Religious 
! Society, in Dorchester, has been dedicated to 
‘the public worship of God. This building is 
distinguished chiefly by its situation, which is 
on a knol! surrounded by a wood of oaks.

I had the pleasure of listening to a lecture 
delivered before this institution, Thursday eve- 
ning, 4th inst., by Rev. William M. Cornell of 
Quincy. His subject was imposture, or the in- 
fluence of imagination spon buman conduct.

soundness of its functions, upon the healthy ac- 
tion of the former. Numerous instances were 
,adduced, in which a sudden excitation of joy, 
grief, anger and other passions, bad caused in- 
stantaneous death. Such being the relation of 
mind to matter, existing in and acting through 
the medium of the nerves, the leewrer proceed- 
ed to notice and to trace to this source much of 
the evil arising from humbuggery and charle- 
tanism. A mild freak, a strange and fanciful 
conception, excited by some master spirit, ts 
communicated with the rapidity of thought 
from mind to mind, causing a very moral devas- 
tation, till, the stimulus withdrawn, the illusion 
dispelled, the mental and corporeal symptoms 
are left scathed, sterile, and prestrate; like a 
luxuriant field of flowers, fruitand waving grain, 
rent and uptorn by the violence of a hurricane ! 
From the proneness of mankind to the marvel- 
lous, in all ages and in al! nations, the crafty 
and designing, taking advantage of human 
weakness and ignoraace. had accumulated for- 
tunes by the sale of quack nestrums, perform- 
ing wonderful imagina/ire cures, etc. The 
imagination, given to man for his good, and 
designed to afford him a svurce of mure refined 
pleasures than spring from the other faculties, 
had been perverted from its traa sphere, and 
|made to subserve the paltry ends of strolling 
mountebanks and ‘seventh son’ magicians. And 
here the lecturer feelingly expressed the want 
of that philosophy and science which should 
dissipate the clouds of ignorance and supersti- 
tion, that rest like an incubus on the moral at- 
mosphere of the world; and eloquently allu- 
ded to the exertions of scientific associations, 
‘and of the philosophic minds which shed a 
bright halo around the darkness of haman wis- 
‘dom, in the cause of trath and philosophy. 
|The effect of well-directed efforts of reascn 
and common sense, in. arresting impostare in 
its incipient stages, and in dispelling the illu- 
sions of fancy, was happily exemplified by sev- 
eral anecdotes, apt and illustrative of the point 
‘to be enforced.

Whichever 
way it may be, it behooves the citizens of Quin- 
cy to ponder the subject well before they act, 
for the success of our schools for years to come 
will depend upon the measures this town now 
adopts in relation to them. The law provides, 
Chap.

“Any town, now required by law to main- 
tain such a school as is described by the fifth 
section of the twenty-third chapter of the re- 
vised statutes, shall be released from their ob- 
ligations by raising and expending annually for 
the support of town or district schools twenty 
five per cent more than the greatest sum ever 
raised by assessment by said town for this ob- 
ject before the passage of this act; any thing 
in “he said section to the contrary notwithstan- 

e-” 

Now the question comes, which. plan shall 
the town adopt? Shall we have a high school 
or shall we raise one quarter more money and 
improve our present schools ? One of the two 
plans we must adopt, or violate the law, for the 
town already contains the requisite number of 
householders. Let every man weigh the sub- 
ject well. Let him consider of what benefita 
high school will be to him. Let him look at 
our schools now as they ate. Are they as 
they should be? Will a high school im- 
prove them? Which will my child attend 
the most, the high school or district school ? 
At which would first impressions be forined 2 
At which would the greater number si the chil- 
dren receive their education? Who would re- 
ceive the greatesi benefit from a high school ? 
Would it be so situated as to give all from every 
section of the townan equal chance? Is the 
present system adopted in regard to our schools 
the wisest and best? Willa high school in- 
crease or diminish the evils growmg out of our 
present system? Should we have a high 
scool, will parents take as much interest in the 
district schools?

Extraorpinary Law Case. A person of 
some standing in New York City asa merchant, 
in the general bankruptcy of 1836, lost the 
whole of his property, but since then, by collec- 
ting what was due from his debtors, and by the 
assistance of his friends, had again commenced 
business under favorable auspices. One of his 
creditors, his own brother-in-law, who is a man 
of great wealth, demanded payment of a large 
sum of money, which he had loaned him, or 
rather entrusted to him to be expended in a 
joint speculation—but the speculation not pro- 
ving successful, he now insisted on the return 
of the whole amount. A suit at law bronght 
the matter to jadgment, and the Court of Chan- 
cery was invoked to extend its powerfal arm to 
reach that which the mercy of the jaw spared 
to him. A creditor's bill was filed—the wealth 
of the persecutor gave celerity to the law's de- 
lay—and ina short time, the poor debtor was 
compelled, under the pains and penalties of per- 
jury, to make discovery of his property. He 
had converied the whole of it into cash, and had 
the same in his hand toa large amount when 
theguestion was put by the solicitor before the 
examining master. “ There it is, my all, in 
that single bill. and rather than my own broth- 
er shall wring it from me—(and approaching 
the fire-place, he continued)—I commit it to the 
flames—yes, though it were my own heart's 
blood, IT would dash it to irretrievable destruc- 
tion.” The creditor, who came to triumph over 
the discovery of his debtor's property, saw the 
integrity of his brother's oath preserved, and 
the pelf which had urged him so far against him 
scattered to the winds of heaven. This certain- 
ly was an unwise, but we almost think a just 
retribution. When we heard this detailed, we 
thought that this matter would end here, and 
that the poor debtor, freed from the hands of the 
law and the cruel creditor, left to the further 
enjoyment of paying a long bill of costs. But 
who, having entered, hath seen the end of a 
law suit? It was otherwise. The lawyers now 
raise the question whether the bank is not lia- 
ble to the creditor, and the debtor be made a 
competent witness to prove the amount of the 
bill. They stil!, to gratify the malevolence of 
their client, raise another question, whether the 
debtor is not indictable under the statute for 
destroying the bills as the property of the bank,

Thus we expect a thousand questions 
more to arise. We think, however, of a short 
way of determining this matter. If this poor 
man shall continue to be harrassed, to give the 
names, circumstances and characters of the par- 
ties, counsel and all, a conspicuous position in 
this peculiar case.—New York Sun.

\'s it not true that so far as voluptuousness 
jabounds, moral, physical and intellectual 
strength diminishes. 

The most sanguine expectations appear to be 
entertained by many that the elevation of Gen. 
Harrison to the Presidency will prove a com- 
| plete antidote for all our diseases, both internal 
and external. Just as if this sensible matron 
should possess the magical skill for remedying 
the domestic evils which have grown out of our 
follies and extravagances. The new adminis- 
tration, it is believed, will prove wise and effi- 
cient, and promote the national interest, and 
reform: the corruptions, abuses and extravagan- 
ces of the preceding ; extravagances which the 
people have engendered and which have over- 
run the land as the frogs overran Egypt. But 
no administration can restore the country toa 
permanent state of prosperity unless the people 
are true to themselves. We have a rich inheri- 
tance,a goodly land, flowing with milk and 
honey, and we shall shortly contain, by natural 
increase and by emigration, a dense population. 
If our capacities for self-government should 
keep pace with the tide of population, the 
hopes of the friends of liberty throughout the 
world will be realized; who are watch- 
ing us with an intense desire for us to become 
a beacon light for all nations to look upon and 
imitate our example, by aspiring and attaining 
to the high elevation to which God and nature 
has destined them.

early period of that celebrated Republic, that a 
mostaetriking contrast was observable in the con- 
a «dates for offices of powerand trust, 
obtaining them—ihey seldom 
e latter case the pledges and 
nthe former.

the world may have improved,in many respects, 
in ige lapse of upwards of two thousand years 
since the remark was made by the virtuous and 
indigvant Roman, I fear thet a strict examina- 
tiew of the annals of somte of the modern elec- 
tive Governments would develope similar in- 
scances of violated confidence. 

A:though the fiat of the people has gone forth

As, however, one im the 
power of everr President, aud com yin 
mine, it would be useless, an vidious, 
to enumeraie the evils of w - Opinion 
of many of our fellow-citizens, this error of the 
sazes who framed the Coneiitution may have 
been the source, and the bitter ts « h we 
are still to gather from it if it contin: dis- 
tigure our system. it may be rved, llow- 
ever, asa general remark, that republics can 
commit no greater error than to ado}: or contin- 
ue any feature in their systems of government 
which may be calculated to creatc or incresse 
the love of power in the bosoms of those to 
whom necessity osliges them to commit the 
management of their affairs. And surely noii- 
ing is more Jikely to produce such a state of 
mind than the long continuance of an office of 
hightrust. Nothing can be more corrupting, 
nothing more destructive to all those nobler feel- 
ings which belong to the churscter of a devoted 
republican patriot. When this corrupting pas- 
sion once takes possession of the human mind, 
like the love of gold, it becomes insatiable. It 
is the never-dying worm in his bosom, grows 
with his growth, and strengthens with the de- 
slining years of its victim. If this 1s true, it is

the part of wisdom for a republic to limit he

But if there is danger to public liberty from 
the acknowledzed defects of the Constitution, in 
the waut of limit to the continuence of the Exe- 
cutive power in the same hands, there is, J ap- 
prehend, not much less from a misconstruction 
of the msirument, as it regards the powers te- 
wally given. I cannot couceive that, by « fair 
construction, any or eliher of its provisions 
would be bound to constituie the President » 
prtoftne legislative power. It cannot be claim- 
ed from the power to recommend, since, although 
rejoined asaduty upon him, it isa duty he holds 
m common wiih every other citizea 
though there may be something more of conf- 
dence in the propriety of the measurcs recom- 
ended in the one case than in the ether, in the 
obligations of ultimate decision there can be no 
difference. Inthe language of the Constitu- 
tion, “all ihe legislative powers” which it grants 
are vested in the Congress of the United States ” 
It would be a solecism in language to say that 
any portion of these is not includedin the whole. 

It may be said, indeed, that the Cor stitution 
has given to the Executive the power th annul 

he acts of the Legislative body by refasing to 
them his assent. So asimilar power has aeccs- 
sarily resulted from that instrument to the Ju- 
diciary ; and yet the Judiciary forms no pact of 
che Legislature There is, it is true, the diifer- 
ence between these grants of power: the Exe- 
cutive can put his negative upon the acts of the 
Legislature for other cause than that oi went of 
conformity in the Constitution, whilst the Judi- 
ciary can only declare void tagse which violate 
that instrument. But the éccision of the Judi- 
ciary is final in such a case, whereas, in every 
instance where the vote of the Execative is ap- 
plied, it may be overeome bya vote of two-thirds 
of both Housesof Congress. Tlie negative upon 
the acts of the Legislative, by the Executive 
authority, and that im the hands of one indivi- 
dual, would seem to be en incongruity in our 
system. Like some others ofa similar character, 
however, it appears to be highly expedient; ano 
‘fused only with the forbearance and in the 
spirit which was intended by its authors, it may 
be productive of great good, and be ‘ound one of 
the best safeguard to the Union. é

joyed mech favor m the State Governments.—

pleymenis of the people, that the I*zislation of 
the majority might not aiways regard the rights

}iheretore, not within the competency of the 
| fadiciary to declare void. That however en-

It wes proper, therefore, to provide some umpire, 
from whose situation aud mode of appointment more 
independence ar’! freedom from such influence might be 
expecte@ Such a cue was afiorded by the Executive 
Department, constituted by the Consutution. A person 
elecied to that high office, having his constituents in 
every section, State, and subdivision of the Union, 
must cousider himself bound by the most solemn sanc- 
uons, to guard, protect, and defend the rights of ail, 
and of every portion, great or small, from the oppress- 
ion and injustice of the rest. I consider the veto power, 
therofore, given by the Censtitation to the Executive of 
the United States solely as a conservative power; to be 
used only. Ist, to protect the Constitution from viola- 
tion; Sadly, the People from the effects of hasty legis- 
tation, where their wiil has been probably disregarded, 
or sot well understood; and, 3dly, to prevent the ef- 
tects of combinations violative of the sights of minori- 
lies. In reference to the second of these objects, | 
may observe that I consider it the right and privilege of 
the people to decide hagas poiuts of the Constitution 
usising trom the general grant of power to Congress te 
carry into efiects ihe pewers expressly given. And | 
believe, with Mr Maci-om, ‘that repeated recogni 
under varied circumstances, in acts of the legislative, 
executive, and judicial brauches of the Government 
accompanied by indications ig different modes of the 
coucurreuce of the general will of the nation, as aiford 
ng to the President sudicient authority for his cousider- 
ing such disputed points as settled.”

I give my aid to] adoption of our present form of government. It would 


be an chjeet more highly desiravle than the gratitica- 
tion of ihe curiosity of speculative statesincn, if its 
precise situation could be ascertained, a fair extubit 
made of the operations of each of its Departments, ot 
the powers which they respectively ciaim and exercise, 
ot the collisions which have occurred between them, or 
Letween the whole government and these of the States, 
| oreither of them. We could then compare our actual 
vondition, afier fifty years’ trial of our system, with 
what it was in the commenceweut of its operations, and 
iain whether Cie predictions of the pairiow who 
opposed its adeption, or the confident hopes of iis ad- 
vocates, have been best realized. The grezt dread of 
the former seems to have been, that the reserved powers 
of the Statics would be ebsorbed by those ef the Fed- 
eral Governmet, and a consolidated power esiablished, 
leaving to the States the shadow only, of thai indepen 
dent action for which they had so zealously contended, 
and on the preservation of which they relied as the last 
hope of liberty. Without denying that the result to 
wiici they looked with so mach apprehensien is in the 
way of being reelized, itis ebvious that they did not 
clearly see the mode of its accomplishment. 
ihe General Government has seized upon none of 
the reserved rights of the States. As far as any open 
warfare may have gene, the State anthorities have ain- 
ply maiataised their rights. Toa casual observer our 
sysism presents no appearance of discord between the 
different members which compose it. Even the addition 
ofmany new ones has produced no jarring. They 
move in their respective oriits in perfect harmony with 
the ceatral head. and with each other. But there 1s still 
an under current at work, by which, if not seasonably 
checked, the worst apprehensious of our anti-federal 
patriots will be realized. And not only will the State 
authorities be overshadowed by the great increase of 
power in the Executive Departmentof the Gen: -a!

querer. We have examples of Republics‘where 
the love of country and of liberty, at one time, 
were the dominant passiens of the whole mass 
et citizens. And yet, wilh the continuance of 
the name acd forms of free Government, not 5 
vestige of these qualities remaining in the bo- 
soms of any onc of its citizens. It wrs the 
beautiful remark of a distinguished English 
writer that “in the Roman Senate, Octavius had 
a party, and Antony a party, but the Commen- 
wealth had none."’ Yetthe Senate continued te 
meetin the Temple of Liberty, to talk of the 
sacredness and beauty of the Commonwea!th, 
and gaze at t!:e statues of the elder Brutus and 
of the Curtii and Decii. 

And the people assembled in the forum, not 
asim the days ef Camillus, and the Scipios, to 
cast their free votes for annual Magistrates, or 

ass upon the a-ts of the Senate, but to receive 

rom the hencs ef the leaders of the respeciuve 
parties their shore of the spoi's, and to shout for 
one, or the other, as those collected in Gaul o1 
Egypt, and the Lesser Asia, would furnish the 
jJarger dividend. The spirit of Jiberty had fed, 
and avoiding the abodes of civilized man, had 
sought protection in the wilds cf Scythia or 
Scandinavia ; and so, under the operation of the 
same causes and influences, it will fly from our 
Capito] and our forums. A calamity so awtul, 
not only to our country but to the world, must 
be deprecnted by every patriot; and every tev- 
dency to a state of things likely to procnce it 
immediately cheched. Such a tendency has ex. 
isted—does exist. 

Always tue friend of my countrymen, never | 
their flaterer, it tecomes my duty tosay to ihem 
from this high place to which their partiality has 
exalted me, that there exists in the landa spirit 
hostile to their best interests—hostile to liberty 
itself. It isa spirit contracted in its views, sel- 
fich in its object. It looks to the aggrandise- 
ment of afew, even to the destruction of the in- 
terest of the whole. The entire remedy is with 
the People. Something, however, may be ef.- 
fected by the means which they have placed in 
my hands. Itis union that we want, not of a 
party for the sake of that party, but a union of 
the whole country for the sake of the whole 
country—for the defence of its interests and its 
honor agzinst foreign aggression, for the defence 
of those principles for which our ancestors so 
gio:iously contended. 

As far as it depends upon me it shall be ac- 
complished. As the influence that I possess, 
shall be exerted to prevent the formation at least 
ef an executtive party in the hall of jthe Legis- 
lative body, I wish for the support of no member 
of that body to a any measure of mine thet does 
not satisfiy his judgment and his sense of duty 
to those from whom he helds his appointment ; 
nor any confidence in advance from the people, 
but that for by Mr Jefferson, “to give firmness 
and effeect to the legal administration of their 
affairs.” 

I deem the present occasion sufficiently im- 
portant and solemn to jusiifiy me in expressing 
to my fellow-citizens a profound reverence for 
the Christian Religion, ands thorough convic- 
tion that sound morals, religious liberty, and a 
just sense of religious responsibility, are eseen

THE RATTLESNAKE. 

This snake is peculiar to North America, 
and was formerly found in great abundance in 
New England—but since the country has be- 
come settled and an exterminating war declar- 
ed against these noxivus reptiles, their numbers 
have rapidly decreased, and now they are sel- 
dom seen. They are still to be found, howev- 
er, occasionally, we believe, in certain parts of 
every New England state, but generally confine 
themselves to rocky ledges in uncuitivated 
tracks of the country. In Chester, N. H. there 
is a hill, which, from the great number of these 
reptiles which formerly made it their abiding 
place, is called Ratlesnake Hill. A few still 
remain—and they are sometimes killed in the 
adjoining towns, where they svander in search 
of water. 

A number of years have passed away since 
an occurrence took place in the neighborhood 
of Chester, which caused considerable excite- 
ment in the neighboring families at the time, 
and which is still worth relating. Some men 
were employed in mowing a meadow, which 
was ata distance from any dwelling or road— 
and as the weather was sultry and many parts 
of the meadow covered with water, one of them, 
thought proper to divest himself of nearly all 
his garments, and led the van of the mowers 
sans culotte! Itis well known that at this 
season, when drought generally prevails, rattle- 
snakes are very apt to come down from the high 
lands in quest of water, and as he got at the 
end of the swarth, and stept on the dry land, he 
placed his foot almost in contact with a huge 
rattlesnake, which raised its tail, gave it a few 
quick and sharp shakes, and sprang at the poor 
fellow just as he turned to flee, half frightened 
to death from the venomous reptile! His 
crooked poisonous fangs entered the !ower part 
of the only garment which he wore at the time 
—the texture of which was particularly strong, 
and they could not be easily disengaged. He 
gave a scream and started off on the full run, 
the snake sticking to him closer than a brother. 
He passed through woods, bushes, fields, and 
pastures—he crossed fences, ditches, brooks and 
bogs—he jumped, hallooed, galloped and 
screamed for aid—vainly trying to rid himself 
of his ugly looking associate. At length, crazy 
with fear and fatigue, he reached the public 
read, and passing along it on the way to his 
dwelling house, at a rate which would have as- 
tonished the most desperate. pedestrian—look- 
ing behind him at intervals, and screaming 
whenever he beheld the horrid appendage to 
his Remespun linen garment. He passed sev- 


eral persons in the road, who were thunder- | 


struck at the sight of the unfortunate man cut- 
ting up such antics, using such violent exercise, 
and exhibiting himself in dishabille, without 
regard to propriety or decency. 

He at length reached his own dwelling, a 
distance of three miles from the meadow—the 
door of which stood jnvitingly Open, through 
which he rushed to the consternation of the 
women folks—having still attached to him the 
grim looking reptile. By this time he was 
completely overcome with terror, heat and fa- 
tigue, and fel! fainting on the floor. The poor 
rattlesnake, however had got the worst of it, 
and had been threshed about at such an unmer- 
ciful rate, that his life as well as a large portion 
of his tail, had departed, long before he reach- 
ed the goal! 


In the wild hills and trap ledges of Manches-.. 


ter, Saugus and Lynn, in this State, this reptile 
is sti!] seen and sometimes killed—of a size 
measuring five and six feetin length. It is also 
found among the hills in some portions of the 
interior—especially on Mount Tom and Mount 
Holyoke, on the banks of the Connecticut. 

In some parts of the western country the rat- 
lesnakes abound, and grow to the size of six or 
seven feet. Hunters, or persons who have oc- 
casion to explore the woods, glens, and uncal- 
tivated spots, wear leggins, made of stout deer

In the wild and mountainous region which 
separates Virginia from Kentucky, rattlesnakes 
jare found in immense numbers-—-indeed great 
escepminer se are necessary in travelling among

|may be seen crawling up by hundreds from the 
low lands, in search of winter quarters, and 
|congregating by thousands in various spots, 


e | where they may be seen by whoever wishes to 


indulge in such a curiosity, sunning themselves 
on the precipices. This tract is also the favor- 
ite abode of the catamount, the panther of North 
America. 

Rattlesnakes are also found in great abun- 
dance to the westward of the Rocky Mountains. 
Cox, in his adventures on Columbia river says, 
‘these venomous reptiles are so numerous near 
the Grande Rapid, that they are seen in im- 
mense numbers basking in the sun, and crawl- 

|ing among the rocks. At one time half a doz- 
en of the party fired ata bunch lying under 
one rock, and killed and wounded thirty seven. 

In the western part of Michigan, and in the 
Wisconsin Territory, a species of rattlesnake 
abounds, which is smaller than the ordinary 
yellow rattlesnake, and of a hue almost ap- 
proaching to black. They are very venomous. 
In some places on the banks on the Wisconsin, 
the numbers of these reptiles have decreased 
astonishingly since hogs have been introduced 
by the settlers. Swine declare war against 
them, never ending war, and hunt them for the 
sake of their carcasses, which they consider 
a great delicacy. And what is singular, the 
bite of the snake seems to have no injurious 
effects on the hog—who never hesitates about 
attacking one of the largest size. He seizes 
the reptile by the middle of his teeth, and 
maugre all his writhings, hisses, and bites, soon 
tears him to pieces, and devours him with all 
the apparent relish of an epicure! 

The largest rattlesnake of which there is any 
authentic intelligence, wus one killed some 
years since on the shores of Apalachicola Bay, 
in Florida, which measured nine feet six inches 
in length, and had twenty-one rattles! He was 
a real old bruiser, with long and crooked fangs 
like a man’s finger. A wound inflicted by such 
~ animal must be very inconvenient to say the 
east.

DIAMONDS. 

“ The art of engraving the diamond was first 
discovered about the year 1500, by Ambrosius 
Caradoso, who prepared for Pope Julian II. the 
figure of a patriarch. 

The art of cutting the diamond with its own 
powder was first discovered in 1746, by Lewis 
Van Bergen, but it was not until the reign of 
Louis XII. that the mode of cutting the dia- 
mond in brilliants was invented. 

A very extensive sale of gems was made in 
London in 1837. The sale amoanted to about 
230,000 pounds. A pair of ear-rings, formerly 
the property of Queen Charlotte, brought fifty- 
five thousand dollars. The celebrated Nassa- 
uck diamond was purchased at thirty-six thou- 
sand. The crown jewels of Queen Victoria 
are estimated at 111,000 pounds, or about 
half a million of dollars. 

Among the principal diamonds which are 
known to be in existence, may be named one 
in the possession of the Grand Mogul, valued 
at four millien of francs--or a little less than a 
million of dollars. The Empress Catharine 
possesses a diamond which was purchased of 
the Sultan of Persia for ninety thousand pounds, 
and an annuity of four thousand. A single gem 
belonging to the Austrian crown, is valued at 
one hundred and nine thousand two hundred 
and fifty pounds, or about half a million of dol- 
lars. A diamond among the crown jewels of 
France was valued, in 1791, at twelve millions 
of livres. The largest diamond known to exist 
in the world is in the possession of the king of 
Portugal, and is valued at the enormous sum 0 
fifty-seven millions of pounds sterling, or about 
two hundred and fifteen millions of dollars.

DR. D.’S LECTURE AGAIN. 

Mr. Grerxn—A lurking pity for the Doctor’s 
weakness restrained me within narrow bounds 
before ; but since your correspondent * Fair | 
Play” ina tone of insolent defiance dares me 
to the task, I have, with your permission, a 
few words more to say. 

I noticed two of the Doctor’s blunders in my 
last. the first of which was this; “all lime- 
stone is composed of the shells of crustaceous 
animals.” Now “ Fair Play” has the bold ef- 
frontery to say—‘the Doctor made no such 
Methinks, that in a court of jus- 
tice, Mr. “ Fair Play,” you would hardly be 
allowed to swear that a lecturer did not make a 
particular statement ; your utmost latitude 
would be to swear that you did not hear or did 
not understand him to make such a statement. 
] have some fears for the conscience of a man 
who takes the latitude to say—‘“ the Doctor; 
made no such statement.” It would have 
borne a better grace, to have said that you did 
not hear or understand him so. But after al! 
the boldnéss of your denial, I still insist that ! 
heard the Doctor make the statement just as I 
reported it,and others near me said they heard 
the same. 

Another blunder of the Doctor’s, which TI no- 
ticed in my last, was that in reference to the 
composition of “the red pebbles on our shores.” 
“Fair Play” admits, the Doctor may have 
‘made a mistake upon this point; I leave it 
therefore without further comment, and proceed 
to notice a few others. 

For instance, on the topic of granite, the 
Doctor was inaccurate in many particulars. 
He stated that the Cape Ann granite is softer 
and more easily hammered than the Quincy 
stone. Hitchcock’s Report on the Geology of 
our State informs us to the contrary, that the 
Cape Ann stone is the harder of the two, and 
gives a reason that is obvious to all—quariz 
jis the hardest ingrediant of granile, and the 
color of the Cape Ann stone shows that it con- 
tains a greater proportion of quartz than the 
Quincy stone. Men who have worked on both 
varieties, also state that the Quincy stone is 
most easily hammered. The Doctor's state- 
iment therefore, if generally believed, would 
‘propagate a mistaken notion injurious to the 
| business of this town.

Again the Doctor told us that the slate of 
Quincy is of the kind called hornblende siate. 
| Any person who will glance at the geological 
'map of this State, will see at once that the slate 
‘of this town is marked as argillaceous slate, a 
very different kind. The Geological Report 
‘expressly tells us that all the slate of Quincy 
‘is of the argillaceous kind, and so throughout 
ithe vicinity, although it does not here split in 
sheets so thin asin many other localities, 
| ‘The Doctor told us also, that the dark color- 
ed pebbles on our shores are hornblende slate. 
‘Whoever will take the trouble to examine them 


so well known and so easily ascertained as that, 
evinces a wide range of geological knowledge 
truly. Shakspeare tells us that a certain shep- 
herd, by dint of hard study. grew so exceeding 
wise as to know that “ it is the property of fire 
to burn, and of rain to wet ; that good pastures 
make fat sheep, and that a great cause of the 
night is a lack of the sun.” By close study 
the Doctor may possibly become as wise a man, 
and rid himself of the doubts that now perplex 
him so. 

The Doctor in the course of his remarks 
made use of this expression—* Dr. Jackson, the 
American geologist.” So then we are to infer 
that Dr. Jackson is the only man among our 
countrymen deserving of that title. Dr. C. T- 
Jackson is undoubtedly a man of talent and 
well versed in the study of minerals, but long 
before he knew a ¢rap from topaz, the names 
of Silliman, of Hitchcock, Eaton and others 
were honored by Geologists upon the other 
side of the Atlantic. But our sapient Doctor 
is probably a follower of sage Dogberry, who 


{thought that “reading and writing come by 
nature,’ ana therefore long years of study and 


experience in Geology he views as needless. 
But this detail of the Doctor’s blunders is 

becoming tedious, and if our worthy and cour- 
teous editor will indulge me farther, | wish to 
touch upona few more general topics. That 
sagacious reviewer, “ Fair Play,” says the 
secret motive of my comments on the Doctor 
is political prejudice. Is he quite sure of that ? 
It is mere supposition that he founds his char- 
ges on, and if that fail what then becomes of 
them? Ranting balderdash piled up on sup- 
position—Tim’s theory in good earnest— 

Quoth Tim, “ Hyperboles and Emphaties 

Make stronger proof than mathematics.” 


Is there notanother supposition, that appears 
as plausible? We all, or mostof us at least, 
have certain favorite arts or sciences to which 
we are accustomed to devote our letsure hours.

‘notice, each in his favorite department. Well, 


it so happens, the favorite pastime of my leis- 
ure hours is geological study and observation. 
Whatever fact illustrates or enlarges my small 
store of knowledge in this science gives me 
the highest pleasure; but whatever tends to 
obscure, confuse or mystify the subject. is pain- 
ful in the same degree. I heard the Doctor’s 
lecture, was all ear to his remarks—it was 
“confusion worse confounded.” The very vo- 
cabulary of the science-was so racked and tor- 
tured,it was enough to make “ the very stones 
rise up in mutiny.” 

Presuming on the ignorance of his hearers, 

‘the Doctor doubtless thought to gain mach 
credit for deep learning, by seasoning his dis- 
course with a profusion of technical, high- 
sounding terms, 

“With words of learned length and thundering sound, 
To 'maze us, gazing rustics, ranged around.” 

This presuming on the ignorance of an audi- 
ence, which men of the Doctor’s calibre often 
do, deserves to be condemned in most emphat- 
ic terms. Jt cannot be expected that even the 
most intelligent communities will make them- 
selves acquainted with the technical terms of 
every science. If s0 disposed, one may dis- 
guise therefore the most consummate ignorance 
to some extent, under a display of learned 
words, palm off a tissue of sheer nonsense on 
the yonng, incautious, or unwary listener, and 
bear the name for awhile of possessing a “ na- 
tion of larning.” Shall such empyricism pass 
unrebuked? The institution of public lec-

of the age ; butifa lecturer may be allowed in 
every three statements to make two blunders 
with impunity, what reliance can be placed up- 
ona lectureat all? Every mistake a lecturer

HIGH SCHOOL. 


Mr. Green—In the report of the general 
school committee, relative to a High School, 


presented to the town at the annual March. 


meeting and published in your last paper, I ob- 
serve that the committee are very precise in 
calculating the expense of such a school. They 
tell us the building would cost $1037, land 
$500, apparatus $100, incidental expenses £33, 
instruction $700, fuel and other expenses $70, 


total $2440. Probably this isa good estimate ; | 


at all events I am not disposed to controvert it. 
With this expense we should have such a high, 
or town school, as the town really needs, and 
are, by lawentitled to have. Bat what is the 
other plan? It is to raise the district schools 
by appropriating more money, erecting new 
schoo! houses, and selecting ont the smaller or 
younger scholars from the larger or older. 
The expense of adapting this plan the commit- 
tee have not estimated. It is apprehended, 1f 
they had given the town an estimate of the ex- 
pense of carrying into operation, the plan which 
they recommend, the town would not have so 
readily adopted their report. Suppose we 
should make an estimate like the following— 
two new school-houses S500 each, land to set 
them on $250 each, incidental expenses $33, 
fuel and other expenses $70, for. teachers, two, 
say females, for board and services $250 each. 
For apparatus for the District schools $100, un- 
Jess it, should be dispensed with, as it is at 
present, which would probably be the case. 
Bat how these schools could answer the pur- 
pose of a High Schoo! without apparatus yet 
remains to be solved. 
to our estimate $2103, leaving a balance of 
$137 in favor of the proposed plan. Now, 
look at the two cases—if the town adopt,as 
they virtually have, that proposed by the com- 
mittee, they must expend about the same 
amount of money to put this plan in operation 
that it would take to set the High School 
agoing, aside from the twenty-fice per cent. in 
addition to what they have formerly raised for 
schooling ; (for we have not reckoned this into 
our estimate.) It will be seen that if we had 
reckoned in this, we should have 
plan of the commitice overtop their estimate 
for the High School by some five or six hun- 
dred dollars. Now these two new school 
houses are to be in the centre of the town.

LETTER FROM™ BOSTON. 
Bostox, March 10, 1841. 
State Legislature— President Harrison's In- 
augural Addreess. 

Very many subjects for some weeks past, 
have come and gone like the ignis fatuus be- 
fore the Legislature of Massachasetts, the 
House carrying many important bills through 
the several stages ard sending the same to the 
Senate to be demolished in a trice. 

Efforts are making to lsy a small toll on 
Warren Bridge—to appertion a tax of $1000 
on the polls and estates of the several towns 
upon the basis of the new valuation. 

A billis likely to pass, reducing costs in civ- 


il actions, especially in reference to nominal at-| 
tendance at court, which is now stated at thirty-| 


three cents. 

The bill in aid of the Western Railroad has 
passed the Senate after a warm debate. As it 
now stands, $700,000 is granted in State script 
asa further aid to the Western Railroad, pro- 
vided the stockholders pay in $600,000 or $20 
upon each share, now selling in the market at 
eighteen dollars for one hundred dollars paid ; 
and also give the State full control of the road 
and the operations thereon, by allowing five 
State Directors instead of four as now. With 
some slight amendments it will probably pass 
in the House and soon become a Jaw. 

In the House on Tuesday, a bill to assess 
upon the Counties one third of the costs in 
<riminal actions passed to be engrossed, 190 to 
139. A large number of bills of a private na- 
ture have passed to be engrossed in both 
dranches. 

The new law in relation to County Commis- 
sioners is intended to check their operations in 
cases where towns are opposed to the laying 
out of highways proposed. 

President Harrison's inaugural address, was 
‘brought by express from Washington to Balti- 
more in one hour, fourteen minutes and fifty 
five seconds. reaching New York by govern- 
ment express in eleven hours. It was received 
in Boston by the regular steamboat mail early

| Upon the whole, the inaugural address of Pres- 
‘ident Harrison ‘is written so guarded, that the 
-Americ.ra people will have to look to his first 
Message to Congress to learn his particular 
views on the great questions of national policy 
which now agitate the country. As an Extra 
Session of Congress is determined on, in May 
next, we shall soon hear from the President on 
these great matters.

| CONGRESS. 


Wepnespay, Feb. 24. The Senate psssed 
to a third reading the bill rechartering for two 
years the banks in the District of Columbia: 
yeas 28, nays 13. The banks were authorized | 
to pay their deposites in the funds deposited. 

In the House, the generai appropriation bill, 
came up first in order. The amendments a- 
dopted in committee of the Whole were then 
severally passed on and adopted; one appro- 
priating $6000 for furniture for the President's 
ilouse : yeas 90, nays 86. An item of $6000 
for furnishing the New York Custom House 
was rejected: yeas 75, nays 100. 

Tuurspay, Feb. 25. In the Senate, but lit- 
tle business of a public nature was transacted, 
the day having been devoted to the considera- 
tion of private bills. 

In the House, the Navy Appropriation bill 
was taken up in committee of the whole. Mr. | 
Saltonstall of Mass., moved to increzse the ap- 
propriation for building and repairing vessels of 
war, from $1,425,000 to $2,000,000. A long 
debate arose on this motion. At eight o'clock 
the committee rose without having come to any 
conclusion, and the House adjourned. 

Fripay, Feb. 26. Inthe Senate, Mr. Roane 
communicated a letter from Chief Justice Taney 
announcing the arrangements for the funeral of 
Judge Barbour. It was then 

Resolved unanimously, That in testimony of 
their respect for the memory of the Hon. Philip 
P. Barbour, late Associate Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, the Senate 
will adjourn this day, for the purpose of atten- 
ding the funeral of the deceased. 

Iu the House, a vote was passed to adjourn, 
at two o'clock, for the purpose of attending the 
funeral of Judge Barbour. 

Saturpay, Feb. 27. The Senate heid an 
Executive session, and confirmed, it is under- 
stood, the nomination of John I. Morgan as 
Collector of the port of New York, in the place 
of Jesse Hoyt, resigned. 

A new arrangement of the circuits of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court was incorporated 
into the bill for amending the judiciary system 
of the United States. The bill embracing it 
was passed, and sent to the House for concur- 
rence. 

In the Hozse, the navy appropriation bill, 
which appropriates $5,926,738, for the support 
of our navy, passed to be enacted. 

The army bill was next considered. Mr. 
Jones of Virginia, offered, on the part of the 
Committee of Ways and Means, an appropria- 
tion of 31,661,316, for the exp: nses of the Flor- 
ida war. The proposition wasagreedto. The 
bill was then passed. 

The Indian appropriation bill was then taken 
up and passed. 

Monpay, March 1. In the Senate, Mr. Bu- 
chanan moved to discharge the Committee of 
Foreign Relations from the further considera- 
tion of the resolution calling for the correspon- 
dence which has passed between the British 
minister and the Secretary of the State, on the 
subject of our relations with Great Britain. Mr. 
B. took occasion to express his belief that peace 
wouid be preserved between the two nations ; 
and declared that the reports intimating that an 
angry controversy had taken place between Mr 
Fox and Mr. Forsyth were entirely unfounded. 

Mr. Clay, of Ky., also made a few remarks 
in the same conciliatory strain. Mr. C. gave 
itas his decided opinion that the difference with 
England would not require a special minister. 

The President elect gave notice by letter to 
the Vice President that he would be ready on 
the 4th of March, to take the oath of office,— 
and on motion of Mr. Preston a committee of 
three was appointed to receive and wait on 
him. 

The House having resolved itself into Com- 
mittee of the Whole, proceeded to take up the 
bill making appropriations for certain fortifica- 
tions of the United States for 1841. Several 
amendments were offered to the bill, and much 
debate was had upon it, but only three unimpor- | 
|tant ones were adopted. Ata late hour the 
| bill was taken from the Committee and passed 


by the House. 


The twenty-sixth Congress terminated its ex-| 

istence at 12 o'clock on Wednesday night, in a| 
‘much more orderly manner than on some for- 

mer occasions. 

But very few laws have been passed, and’ 
but a small proportion of the business matured 
which the committees had acted upon. Nearly 
all the private claims had the go by. 

Between 11 and 12 o’clock at night, the nom-| 
ination of Peter V. Daniel as Assistant Judge 
of the Supreme Court was confirmed by a vote | 

of 2210 5. No Whig Senator voted. 

The correspondent of the New York Com- 
mercial states, that precisely fifteen minutes be- 
fore 12 o'clock, the night of the 3d, Philemon 
Dickerson, one of the five usurping members 
from New Jersey, resigned his seat in the House 
to take the vacant district judveship of New 
Jersey, in the place ef Mahlon Dickerson, who 
has been keeping the office in trust for him, by

| At the adjournment of the House, Mr. Hun-

Mr. Al- 
len suggested a doubt whether, as the Senate 
was convened in an executive, and not a legis- 
lative session, any act done by the Senate as 

art of the Legislature could be tonched. 

Mr. Clay, of Kentucky, contended that the 
Senate being duly organized with its President 
was competent to do any and every thing that 
a Senate could at any time do, separately from 
the House. 

Mr. Wright said the latter was a very im- 
portant qualification, and in itself seemed to ad- 
mit that the session was merely executive. : 

Mr. Claytem insisted that the motion in ques- 
tion related solely to a matter of organization, 
and as such was within the competency of the 
Senate. The matter was further discussed by 
Mr. Clay, of Kentucky, who showed precedents 
when the Senate convened as now, had transac- 
ted other than Executive business—and by oth- 
er Senators, when the question on taking up 
the resolution was agreed to, yeas 29, nays 2}. 

The Messge from the President was then re- 
ceived, and the Senate went immediately into 
Executive session.

Fourta or Marcu at Wasurxctos. The Inang- 
uration of William H. Uarrison, as President of the 
United States, took place at the Capitol in Washing- 
ton on the 4th inst. in presence of a concourse of spec- 
tators, variously estimated at thirty to sixty thowsand- 
The procession in the order previously announced 
passed through the principal streets of Washington, 
the President cleet being mounted on a white horse, 
and accompanied by his persona! friends. ‘The cere- 
mony of inauguration was performed upon a platform 
erected for the purpose over the steps of the portico of 
the east front of the capitol. On the front of the 
platform seats were provided for the President and 
Chief Justice, and on the right and left, and in the 
rear, were the diplomatic corps, members of Congress, 
officers of ihe government, and ladies. in front be- 
neath was the great concourse of spectstors. The 
President rose and read his address in a loud and 
clear voice, and before reading the closing sentences 
of it. the oath of office was administered by Chief 
Justice Taney. A discharge of cannon announced 
the completion of the ceremony , when the procession 
was again formed, and conducted the President to his 
new residence, where an immense number of visiters 


paid their personal respects to hia.

Getchel. it is believed. was a native of the 
State of Maine. In 1827 he was convicted in 
the Municipal Court of Boston, for the crime of , 
forzery, and sentenced five years to the State 
Prison. In 1830 he left there, a part of his 
time being remitted by the Governor and Coun- 
cil. In April, 1531, he was convicted at Ips- 
wich, Mass., again of forgery, and sentenced to 
four years’ imprisonment in the State Prison. 
In February, 1835, information was filed against 
J.im as a second comer in the State Prison. Hon 
Sherman Leland filed a demurrer to the infor-, 
mation, but the Court sentenced him to two 
years additional punishment. He appealed to 
the Supreme Court, and that Court affirmed 
the sentence. 

In July, 1837, being once more at large, he 
was indicted by the Grand Jury for forging the 
name of Nathan Tufts and Co. to a note of $1,- 
174, payable to John Crowell, whose name he 
assumed. He was convicted in the Municipal | 
Court, Boston, and sentenced to six years im- 


prisonment in the State Prison at Charlestown. | 


He again appealed and was again convicted on 
the appeal in the Supreme Court. A few days 
after he was arrested on this charge, Hon Peleg 
Sprague received a letter purporting to be from 
a personal friend of his in Maine, requesting 
him to bail Getchel, which he did. ‘That letter 
was soun discovered to be a forgery, and Getch- 
el, being again free from confinement, had the, 
folly to commit a new offence, for which he for- 
tunately was arrested at Portsmouth, and Mr. 
Sprague was enable to get him on an executive 
warrant, and surrender him to Boston jail. After 
his conviction in the Municipal Court and pen- 
ding his appeal, he contrived to forge Titus 
Well’s name to a check on the Eagle Bank of 
Boston for four thousand dollars. In this case 
he was also detected, tried and convicted, and 
sentenced for a series of year. 

In his latter trials he conducted his own de- 
fence, and the lawyers were astonished at the 
acumen of his cross examination of the witnes- 
ses, and his cogent remarks to the jury. He 
displayed talents, which if they had been direc- 
ted to honest purposes would have led him to 
honcr and wealth, and perhaps placed him high 
in the ranks of the public men of the age. The 
fate of such a man, spending his best years in 
a prison, and closing his life in an infamous 
condition, affords another warning to the young, 
and shows the policy as well as the consiant 
happiness of honesty. The wicked are never 
sure of peace, security or final success.— Bos- 
ton Times. 


DARING ROBBERY. 

In Boston, on Tuesday evening last, between 
seven and half-past nine o'clock, one of the most 
daring and extensive robberies occurred in that 
city. The store of Messrs Davis, Palmer & 
Co. 87 Washington street, was entered and rob- 
bed of all its valuable contents, and to the a- 
mount of nearly fifteen ihousand dollars. 

It has ever been the custom of one of the 
partners to sleep in the store, and that it should | 
not be left for more than an hour or so in the 
early part of the evening. Last evening the 
store was closed at about seven o'clock, by the 
clerk, who left at that time. When he return- 
ed at half-past nine o'clock, he found the store 
rifled of its contents. The villains must have 
entered almost immediately after he left. They 
opened two locks without injuring them, and 
leftthe door unlocked but closed, when they 
went out, 

They took everything of any value in the 
show cases, in both front windows, and in the 
iron safe, They are old hands at the business, 
for not a silver watch, nor silver ware of inferi- 
or value did they take. The watches taken all 
belonged to Messrs J. D. & Co.—those of their 
customers had been put away ina private draw- 
er and were not discovered by them. Part of 
the jewelry taken from the shop belonged to 
other jewellers, which had been deposited there 
for safe keeping. 

Abouta quarter before ten o'clock on that 
evening, a lad in the employ of Messrs. Davis, 
Palmer & Co., saw a sailor in a light pea jack- 
et and tarpaulin hat, taking through State ee 
three trunks, which he had in a hand-cart. 

A man with a cloak on, and an umbrella in 
his hand was following behind the cart. The 
lad traced them to the foot of Long Wharf, 
where the trunks were taken out. About this 
time a boat came across from some other point 
and neared the wharf. 

One or two men were getting out when the 
lad left. He went immediately to Mr. Clapp, 
the constable, who had now arrived at the store, | 
and communicated the intelligence to him. Mr 
Clapp went to the wharf but discovered noth- 
ing. He searched some of the vessels in that. 
vicinity but could get no clue to the robbers or 
goods. The man ina pea jacket was seen 
walking back and ferth in front of Messrs Davis 
and Palmer's store on the opposite side of the 
street before and after the robbery took place. 
Therefore it is supposed that he is one of the 
accomplices, and after watching during the rob- 
bery, and until the goods were removed from 
the premises, he took the trunks to the wharf, 
and on board of some vessel! which sailed during 
the night.

EXTRA SESSION. 


The following Proclamation, calling an extra session 


of Congress, has been issued by the President of the 


United States. 

Whereas sundry important and weighty mat- 
ters, principally growing out of the condition of 
the revenue and finances of the country, appear 
to me to call for the consideration of Congress 
at an earlier day than its next annual session, 
and thus form an extraordinary occasion, such 
as renders necessary, in my judgment, the con- 
vention of the two Houses as soon as may be 
practicable: I do therefore, by this my procla- 
mation, convene the two Houses of Congress, 
to meet in the Capitol at the city of Washing- 
ton, on the tast Monday, being the thirty-first 
day of May next. And I require the respec- 
tive Senators and Representatives then and 
there to assemble, in order to receive such in- 
formation respecting the state of the Union as 
may be given to them, and to devise and adopt 
such measures as the good of the country may 
seem to them, in the exercise of their wisdom 
and discretion, to require.
